Kouropatkin has three roads over 
which he is marching toward Mukden 
beside the double-tracked ~ railroad.

BURN BRIDGES BEHIND THEM.

YENTAI, Sunday, Sept. 4.—[Delayed 
in Transmission.) The Russians 
evacuated their positions around Liao 


| Yang during the night of September | 
3, crossing the Taitse River and burn- 


ing the bridges behind them. In the 
meantime, a strong force was holding 
Gen. Kuroki back from Yentai. Dur- 
ing the combined attack on Liao Yang, 
which commenced August 30 by Gen. 
Oku attacking from the southeast and 
Gen. Nodzu from the southwest, the 
shell fire was terrific, in one spot fifty- 
six shells bursting at the same time. 

‘The Japanese made a fine infantry 
attack. They succeeded in reaching 
the Russian trenches, but were re- 
pulsed with heavy loss. The Japanese 
shrapnel, as a rule, burst too high. On 
the whole, the day went well for the 
Russians. The Japanese were driven 
from the villages along the railroad. 

August 31, the shelling commenced 
at daylight from all sides. Late that 
afternoon, the news came that Kuroki 
was threatening the railroad at Yentai 
and ‘he Russians commenced to retire, 
enabling the Japanese to bring up two 
batteries and enfilede the Russian 
force along the railroad. 

TRANSPORTS CROSS RIVER. 

During the the transport

September 1, the Russians retreated 
from their main position, which 
formed a circle around the city, while 
the transport crossed the river. “At 2 
o’clock, the Japanese succeeded in 
placing two guns fn position and 
shelled the railroad station, resulting 
in many casualties.

September 2, a strong Russian force 
was moved east from Yental to hold 
Kuroki back.

The Japanese 
poured terrific shrapnel fire, one shell 
annihilating two Russian companies. 
In the evening, the Russian artillery, 
which had been reinforced, shelled the 
Japanese position and Kuroki pushed 
his right forward and got within 
twelve miles of the railroad at Yental. 
Later, he was driven back to his origi- 
nal position. 

RAILWAY STATION SUFFERED.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 5.—A dis- 

patch to the Official Messenger, filed 
at Mukden Sunday, says: 

“The bombardment of Liao Yang, 
which commenced last Thursday, con- 
tinued Friday and Saturday. On those 
days, the forts surrounding the town 
withstood the heavy fire of artillery 
and assault by the Japanese infantry. 
All the attacks were repulsed, mines 
playing an important part in the dis- 
comfiture of the assailants. Never- 
theless, the Liao Yang fortifications 
were finally evacuated 
mainder of reserve supplies destroyed 
by fire. 

“During the three days’ bombard- 
ment, the railway station and suburbs 
of the Chinese town suffered the most. 
The latter was abandoned by its in- 
habitants after the town was ablaze in 
many places.

“open shop” and in several instances 
the employers have achieved a decided 
victory, the striking union men having 
returned to work side by side with 
non-union employés. This was especi- 
ally noted in the strikes of the marine 
machinists, the tailors and the butche:s. 

In 1903 the building trades strike 
Was the most stubborn and disastrous 
ever known in that branch of industry 
in New York Citv. 

During the season, eighty-one unions 
@f skilled mechanics, comprising 40,00 
were idle most of the time, in- 

a joss of 1,707,000 days’ work 
.750,000 in wages. The loss io 
builders and members aggregated more 
than $200,000,000. 
last year, between 25,000 and 30,000 ‘ua- 
borers were idle much of the time, in- 
cluding 20,000 unskilled workmen in the 
Subway, teamsters, masons, helpers and 
others. 

This year, at no time have there been 
More than 20,000 men-.in the building 
trades idle at any time, and there have 
been no strikes of consequencé among 
the unskilled classes.

WITHIN TWENTY-FOUR HOURS.

Through the medium of a mid- 
dieman negotiations were begun in an 
effort to secure an understanding With 
the packers upon which the strikers can 
rely as a basis of abandoning the strike 
tomorrow. It was admitted tonight by 
Secretary Tracey of the Allied Trades 
Council of the unions on strike that a 
message opening up such negotiations 
had been delivered today to representa- 
tives of the packing firms by W. PF.

Others more unfortunate fell 
between the lines and we could not 
bring them in. The Japanese could

The War Office professes ignorance 
of the losses of guns and men sus- 
tained by the Russians, but there is no 
doubt that many thousands have 
fallen. 

EVERYTHING IS CONFUSION, 

The retreat of Kouropatkin has 
thrown everything Into confusion at the 
front, and the reports received are 
meager and incomplete. 

The Emperor has undergone a great 
strain during the past week. Like h's 
subjects, the Emperor has taken Kouro- 
patkin’s defeat greatly to heart, but his 
answer to the battle of Laio Yang will 
be the mobilization of two more army 
corps. So far a scan be learned, the 
Emperor shows no disposition to blame 
Kouropatkin. 

All classes of the population are 
awaiting with intense eagerness the re- 
ceipt of details of the battle and -efi- 
mates and particulars of the losses. 
Crowds hang around the bulletin 
boards. The wives and families of 
many of the lower classes of the people 
spend most of their time in the churches 
praying that their loved ones may be 
spared. 

The accounts of the battle published 
in the newspapers here are very incom- 
plete. Some of the papers 
have not yet awakened to the full ‘orce 
of the disaster, but they try to put a 
brave face on the situation.

The Westport 
returned here under her own steam, 
She is not thought tc have been se- 
riously damaged. 

The Pomona belongs to the Pacific 
She was 
culit here in 1888 and is of 1264 tons 
register. The Westport is owned by 
7. Pollard & Co. She was built in the 
same year as the Pomona, and has 
been plying in the coagt trade for six- 
teen years. She is 121 tons burden. Both 
vessels may be laid up for some time, 
Another steamer was substituted for 
the Pomona on the Eureka route. 

The Pomona had on board all the 
passengers she could accommodate, 
bringing them to participate in the fes- 
tivities of «he Knights Templars ceie- 
bration.

ARMENIANS MAKING WINNING 
FIGHT AT VAN.

Population of Town Seeking Refuge 
in Schools and Convents—Turkey 
Will Oraw Troops from Asia Minor 
to Suppress Uprising—Seque! to 
Fierce Fight of Two Weeks Ago. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—-A.M} 

PARIS, Sept. 5, 6 p.m.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.} A dispatch to The Temps from 
Constantinople, by way of Sofia, says 
that an official report which has reach- 
ed one of the foreign consuls there 
states that Armenian insurgents at 
Van, Asiatic Turkkey, are successfully 
resisting Turkish troops which until 
yesterday had been unable to reduce or 
disperse them. The Armenians ad- 
vanced to within about four hundred 
yards of the French consulate. The 
population of Van is seeking refuge in 
the schools and convents. It is ex- 
pected that Turey will mobilize the 
fourth army corps and draw troops 
from Asia Minor in order to suppress 
the uprising. 

It was announced from Constantino- 
ple, September Ind, that a flerce fight 
between Aremenian insurgents and 
Turkkish troops has occurred at Van, 
August 21, in which more than a score 
were killed. About one hundred and 
fifty Armenians raided the town, cap- 
tured four houses and barricaded 
themselves. Troops attacked the houses 
and=in the fight which followed two 
soldiers and twenty other persons were 
killed. The authorities set fire to a 
number of adjoining houses so that the 
troops might be better enabled to be- 
siege the insurgents. It was said by 
the authorities that other Armentan 
bands were preparing to cross the Per- 
sian frontier.

EAD-HUNTING 
AS A PASTIME. 


THE GREWSOME SPORT OF THE 
BONTOCS OF LUZON. 


The Spectacular Bagobos from the 
Southeast Coast of Mindanao—The 
Picturesque igorot—Mode! Camp 
of the Scouts—The Philippines’s 
Constabulary. 


Some interesting descriptions of the 
Filipinos and the strange life of some 
of the tribes are given in an arti- 
cle recently published by the World's 
Fair Philippine Wxposition. The ar- 
ticle says in part: 

To the south of the Mining builld- 
ing and just a little beyond the Lanao 
Moro village are quartered the spectac- 
ular Bagobos from the southeast coast 
of Mindanao. Unlike the other tribes 
of Mindanao people, they are pagan 
and have no Mohammedan inclination, 
although all their head men are called 
“dattos” and they have other nomen- 
clature iaentical with that of some of 
the Moros. They afe the handsomest 
people of the islands. The men are 
tall, sinewy and savage; the women are 
well formed, graceful and frequently 
very pretty. Head hunting is a cult 
among the Bagebos, and a man's rat- 
ing among his tribe depends upon the 
nuwnber of heads he has taken. These 
Bagobos excel in bead work, and their 
bead-bedecked costumes are strikingly 
artistic. Although the Bagobes were 
the last tribe to arrive on the reserva- 
tion, they were given one of the choic- 
est locations. Within the village is 
an immenge nipa sheitered structure, 
where they give an exhibition of their 
stirring dances. There are thirty-eight 
of the most striking specimens of this 
race. Exhibitions are given of how 
they make their strange garments 
from beads. To shape these minute 
beads requires the greatest skill. Large 
shells of mollusks are cut up into small 
bits. These bits are cut up into smaller 
bits, and each one ~perforated for 
stringing. The color effect of the guar- 
ments is harmonious and pecullarly ap- 
propriate to the savage beauty of the 
women and the athietic figures of the 
men, In temperament, these people are 
not so sulien as the Moros. They show 
great animation when talking or walk- 
ing, and their laughter is almost con- 
tagious, 

THE SQUAT NBGRITOS. 

Near the eastern edge of the res- 
ervation is the Negrito village, sep- 
arated from the main road by a high 
bamboo fence. Here are forty-one of 
the island aborigines. They are the 
emaliest people in the world. They are 
low in intellect and represent the prim- 
itive Man as nearly as ang other peo- 
ple in the world. They have no per- 
manent abiding place in the island, 
wandering about from place to place, 
gypsy-like, sleeping sometimes in trees 
and living for the most part on roots, 
herbs and what game they can bring 
down with their bows and arrows. They 
have no trouble in doing this, for the 
average Negrito boy can get more 
game with his bow and arrow during 
the day than an American boy could 
get with a rifle. One of the favorite 
pastimes in the village is the bow and 
arrow contest among the five little 
Negritos, of shooting at pennies at a 
distance of about twenty-five yarda. 

The older men have a target con- 
test with bows geven or eight feet 
high, requiring great strength. The 
most expert marksmen plump the. 
bullseye, painted on a bamboo target, 
three times out of five from half the 
distance across the village. 

These Negritos give what they call 
a honey-hunting exhibition. Two fea- 
tures make them remarkable, that of 
making fire by rubbing together two 
pieces of bamboo and that of skinning 
up a tall tree with a torch for the pur- 
pose of smoking out the supposed bees, 
Monkey-like, these people can use their 
feet with as much alacrity as their 
hands in climbing. The women scarify 
their arms and breasts with needles 
made of a pecullar kind of bamboo, 
and these white scars look like a fringe 


are less than 23,000 Negritos left’ on 
the island and it is believed that they 
will eventually become extinct. 
Across the road from the Negrito 
village, occupying six acres in the mos 
picturesque part of the reservation, is 
the Igorot village, perhaps the great- 
est point of Interest on the World's 
Fair Grounds, because of the exten- 
sively-advertised proclivities of these 
people for dog-eating and disregard of 
clothes. It is located over a stretch 
of rolling woodland, and the people live 
in nipa huts, bulit by thefr own hands, 
grouped into neighborhoods of the dif- 
ferent tribes. The igorot is one of the 
most conspicuous races of Northern 
Luzon. Scientiste have declared that 
with the proper training they are sus- 
ceptible of a high state of develop- 
ment, and, unlike the American Indian,

vance of Amertony civilization. They 
are true barbarfans, have a kind of 
spirit worship, and all tripes give cere- 
monial dances. They are copper-col- 
ored, have high cheek bones, flat noses 
and thick lips. Probably no tribe in 
the archipelago can produce such 
Splendid specimens physically. ‘Their 
ekin is soft, hairless and so beautiful- 
ly copper-tinted that it is the admira- 
tion of all who visit the village. 
Three tribes of the Igorot are rep- 
resented—the Bontoc, Suyoec and Tin- 
Suianese. T. K. Hunt, formerly Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the province of Le- 
panto-Bontoc, has charge of the 114 
natives. These were selected as the 
most representative specimens of their 
race—hardy, athletic, e#eun-browned 
men and women, whose physical de- 
velopment is ideal. 
THE HEAD-HUNTING BONTOCS. 
The Bontoc comes from the most 
northern district of Luzon. He is an 
arch head hunter, and this head hunt- 
ing is not only a means of self-de- 
fense, but in a measure has become a 
pastime, for after a member of the 
pueblo or township has brought home 
a human head a month is given to 
happy celebration and is the occasion 
for all work to stop. The Igorot men 
eat dog, killing it in accordance with 


certain ceremonial regulations, after 
which it is singed, then cut up and 
boiled; but, as the dog flesh ts sup- 


posed to nerve them up for fighting, no 
women—in fact, none but the warriors 
—are permitted to partake of this ca- 
nine relish. Tattooing is common 
among the Igorot. A man's war rec- 
ord is tattoed upon his breast. Antonio, 
the lithe chief of the Bontocs, who is 
a very knowing and amiable savage, 
has five heads credited to him on his 
breast in marks of biue. In the cen- 
ter of the Bontoc village is a stone 
enclosure, the tribunal of the tribe, 
where they prostrate themselves to the 
sun every morning, and later on, fre- 
quently, boll a dog. Near by .is a 
jail within which the offending Igorot 
is incarcerated without guard. If he 
Violates the sentence fmposed by his 
fellow-tribesmen Antonio sees that he 
gets a good whipping. On the island 
the punishment for such offense is 
much more severe. Those who break 
jail are not infrequently beheaded. 
The homes of the Suyoc are larger 
than the Bontoc hut. The Suyoc wom- 
en are great weavers. They, like to sit 
in the sun, with their ftet pressed 
against a pile of stones, their backs 
supported by a curved piece of tin, 
With pipes in their mouths, weaving 
patiently away with gay striped yarn, 
with which they make clothing for the 
lower part of their bodies. The Suy- 
ocs are great miners and blackamitha. 
Big Misayan, presidente of the Suyoc 
tribe and an extensive miner in his 
country, is at the head of this tribe. 
The Tingulanese are a milder type of 
Igorct, Ysigan, presidente of the Man- 
abon province, in Northern Luzon, 1% 
the most conspicuous representative of 
the Igorot In the village. He has ex- 
tensive mining interests in the country, 
and is worth about $200,000 Mexican,’ 
but he prefers a breechclout to a suit 
of clothes, and considers shoes too 
troublesome to be bothered with. The 
homes of the Tinguianese are nipa 
thatched, model bungalows. Two 
things mark the Tinguilan people dis- 
tinct from their neighbors. One is a 
personal ornamentation worn by the 
women, consisting of many bracelets 
and armiets of beads, which generally 
encircle both forearms from the wrist 
to the elbow. In spite of the fact that 


_the arms of mature women are usually 


so tightly bound by these beads, which 
were first put on In girlhood, that the 
bands and arms immediately below and 
above are puffed and swollen, yet so 
strong is the influence of custom that 
no woman would think of removing 
her beads because of pain. The other 
feature is very remarkable. It con- 
sists of a unique fire-making apparatus, 
commonly called ‘‘fire-syringe.” A 
emall section of wood or horn Is per- 
forated with a small tubular opening, 
into which ts suddenly thrust a piston, 
bearing on its lower end a tiny bit 
of tree cotton; the piston is suddenly 
jerked out of the syringe, and, in the 
hands of an expert, brings with it a 
tiny spark of fire on the speck of 
ectton adhering to the base. The in- 
jection and ejection of the piston must 
be instantaneous, fo as to allow no 
oxygen to get in, and one end of the 
piston rod must be charred. 

MODEL CAMP OF THE SCOUTS. 
High on the hill, overlooking the 
whole reservation, within a grove of 
theitering oak trees, is the model 
camp, occupied by the Philippine 
They represent the Philippine 
contingent of the regular army of the 
United States, and are commanded by 
Maj. William H. Johnson. The basis 
of this organization was originally Bat- 
gon's Scouts, several companies of 
Macabebes organized in 1899 by Gen. 
Lawton. Their work tn the islands is 
valuable. A special act of Congress 
was passed authorizing the enlistment 
of 12,000 men as native scouts. At the 
sugvestion of Maj. Johnston, before 
extensive exhibit of the Philippines 
was outlined, the plan of bringing out 
some of these scouts as an independent 
military display was considered. Four 
companies out of the fifty companies 
making up the Philippine Scouts were 
selected—the Fotirth Macabebes, Twen- 
ty-fourth llocanos, Thirtleth Tagalos 
and Forty-seventh Visayans. In each 
company some of the original scouts 
still serve. Most of them have been 
under fire, and a few carry scars of 
forminer campaigns. One of the novel 
exposition sights, viewed b¥ thousands 
every afternoon, is the dally dress pa- 
rade and drill of the scouts. In fleld 
movements, manual of arms, and gen- 
eral soidierly deportment, they are un- 
excelled by any military force that 
has been on the ground, except, per- 
haps, the West Point Cadets. The men 
as a rule make neat, trim-looking sol- 
diera, full of fight. 

Housed in the immense cuartel ts an- 
other military organization of 200 sol- 
diers and eighty-five musicians, known 
as the Philippines’ Constabulary, com- 
manded by Capt. Ira Kiethly. All of 
the Christian tribes In tne islands are 
represented in this battalion, and in 
addition there are nine Moros. These 
Moros do not wear the regulation cam- 
palgn cap, as it was originally agree! 
not to interfere In any way with the 
religious affairs of the people, and 
these men are permitted to wear red 
fezes, in accordance with their Mo- 
hammedan custom. The Philippines’ 
Constabulary of the islands, to which 
this battalion belongs, was organized 
in 1991 when Secretary Taft was Goy- 
ernor of the Philippines. jov. Taft 
saw, when the responsibilities of the 
government were turned over to him, 
that to maintain order in the tslands a 
military force must at all times be 
available and at the Immediate com- 
mand of the Insular government. In 
this way the constabulary was started, 
and is now numbered at about elght 
thousand men. While this organization 
is supposed to correspond to the police 
system of other countries, it is In- 
tended to use it as a basis for the 
PhHippine army. The Filipifies repre- 
sented in the battalion are trim, order- 


ly and soldier-like in appearance. 
though noticeably small in stature, 
like the Japanese. While the scouts 


are commanded entirely by American 
officers, several companies of the con- 
stabulary have native officers, who take 
great pride in training the men un- 
der them. The commands to both 
these military organizations are given 
in) English. The bands play American 
airs. The musical feature of the drills, 


by the way, is striking, showing in 
a very imprersive way, the real mu- 
sical nature of the Filipmos. It is a 


ei2zht that will be remembered—the for- 
mation of these native organizations 
stretching down the green 
ground at sunset,

HOW —THE EXPOSITION WAS

government, was planned originally by 
Secretary of War William H. Taft 
when he was Civil Governor of the is- 
lands. Hé realized that the real op- 
portunity had come to display to the 
people of the United States the won- 
derful resources of the archipelago. 
He called a meeting of the governors 
of the provinces, some of them Ameri- 
can, some were Filipinos, but they all 
joined heartily in the plan, and the 
Philippine Exposition Board was ap- 
pointed. At ite head was Dr. William 
P. Wilson, director of the Philadel- 
phia Commercial Museums. Dr. Wil- 
fon made a trip to the islands for the 
purpose of getting in shape the dis- 
pave to be brought out to Bt. Louis. 

© is in full charge of the affairs of 
the reservation. Associated with him 
are Dr. Gustavo Neideriien, who has 
had large experience with colonial ex- 
hibits; Pedro A. Paterno, president of 
thé urder Aguinaldo, and’ Dr. 
(uerro, members of the Exposition 
Board. As chief of the Bureau of In- 
Sular Affairs of the War Department, 
Col, Clarence R. Edwards has given 
the Philippine Exposition his personal 
attention since its inception, and has 
been iargely responsible for many of 
most successful features. Dr. Nei- 
verlien was put in. charge as director 
of exhibits, and to him fell the arduous 
task of whipping into shape the multi- 
tude of displays from au parts of the 
islands: Collecting an exhibit from 
over a thousand isiands, populated by 
more than a hundred different tribes, 
all speaking different dialects, was no 
easy matter. Scientists who came 
over from the United States classified 
native woods and the mineral prod- 
ucts. Competition was started among 
native architects for designs in na- 
tiye bulldings. Business men joined in 
the movement to make a, display that 
would give to the western world a new 
impression of the Philippines. And all 
the while agents of the Exposition 
Board were out among the leading 
Christian and non-Christian tribes, ar- 
ranging for representatives at the 
fair, Some of these agents penetrat- 

mountain fastnesses, accompanied 
only by guides and interpreters. 

The result Was a spontaneous and 
patriotic’ response to the call to the 
natives to show the work of their 
country. The Philippine Exposition as 
a whole is generally conceded to be the 
most unique, comprehensive and in- 
teresting feature of the fair. In March, 
this year, Edmund A. Felder, a prac- 
tical exposition man at the Chicago 
World's Fair and other expositions, 
was appointed executive officer of the 
Philippine Board... To him has been 
given the task of looking after all the 
details of the various departments.

It was predict- 
ed of John Quincy Adams that if 
he were elected the following Congress 
would be the last; and a Catifornia 
judge declared his conviction in 19v 
that if McKinley were elected he would 
never permit the Democrats to hol 
another nationaj convention. No can- 
didate for the Presidency Is safe from 
such doleful predictions unless, like 
the sage of Esopus, his character and 
his principles are a cryptogram. 
President Roosevelt's character as a 
man of action is In almost. startling 
harmony with the present epoch in 
American history. Every nation, like 
every human being, its period of 
tutelage, then its period of strenuous 
activity, then its period of quiescence 
and repose and then its period of de- 
cay.

AN INSECT. MENU. 


Every Dish has Been Esteemed by Bug 
Epicures for Many Gene- 
rations. 


[Pearson's Weekly:] Here ts a typical 
insect menu, of which no one need be 
afraid to partake, since every item has 
been known and esteemed by insect 
eaters for generations past. If was 
served, not long ago, at the table of a 
rich London epicure, who is also an 
enthusiastic advocate of an Insectarian 
dietary: 


Green caterpillar soup. 
Fried locust with woodlouse sauce. 
Curried cockchafers. 

Wasp grubs baked in the comb. 
Stag beetle larvae on toast. 
Moths baked In batter, 

Deviled wireworms. 
™ Grasshoppers “au gratin.” 

The green caterpillars that compose 
the soup feed entirely upon vegetables, 
and mostiy upon particular vegetables 
most relished by man, such as cabbages 
and lettuce. 

In appearance the soup itself is not 
unlike clear turtie, while its flavor is 
delicious. 

The locusts, which constitute the sec- 
ond course, have, as every one is aware, 
been esteemed by gourmands the world 
over, and from the remotest antiquity. 
“Eat ye the lecust after his kind,’ was 
the biblical Injunction; and we know 
that John the Baptist ts recorded «as 
having lived for some considerable time 
upon “locusts and wild honey.” 

There are, of course, Many ways of 
preparing them. They can ‘de fried. 
after their legs and wings have been 
plucked off, which was, as a matter 
of fact, the process adopted in this par- 
ticular instance. Or they may be pow- 
dered and baked Into cakes, or curried, 
or botled, turning red, like lobsters, ‘n 
the process. 

The woodlouse ‘sauce, iff properly 
made with fresh butter, flour, milk, 
pepper and salt, will be found filhy 
equal to shrimp, which it much resem- 
bles in taste. Indeed, the woodlouse, 
although he lives on land, Is first cousin 
to that much relished crustacean. 

Cockchafers, curried or otherwise, are 
delicious if selected of serviceable 
size and plumpness. So, too, are their 
grubs, when full grown. They shou!d 
then be at least two incehs in length, 
and fat in proportion, and may be eaten 


uncooked, like oysters, of stewed in 
milk.

These grubs have been fed by their 
parents on a saccharine fluid composed 
of fruit and vegetable juices, and are 
simply UnMbalis of sugary fat posress- 
ing 4 flavor as exquisite as {t fs unique.

NEW NEBUCHADNEZZAR. 


Young Spaniard Who Eats Nothing 
But Grass and Drinks Nothing 
But Water. 


{New York Tribune:] Not since the 
days of Nebuchadnezzar, when royalty 
startied Asiatic society by browsing for 
sustenance in the pastures about 
Babylon, has grass eating as a habit 
caused any considerable comment. 
There,however, is a resident of this 
city who not only claims the verdant 
herbage as his sole diet--but declares 
that to ite use he owes his present 
perfect health. 

The man is Eusebio Santos, living In 
Fifty-first. street, near Fifth avenue, 
Brooklyn, a Spaniard, 25 years old. For 
six months, he declares, he has eaten 
fothing but grass and drunk nothing 
but water. He was born in Laredo, 
Spain, and Hved for many years in 
Cuba. He was for a time a clerk in a 
general store in Havana, and there be- 
came @ physical wreck. His nerves and 
digestion were ruined, he declares. 

“I had terrible headaches, attacks of 
indigestion and other troubles that 
nearly drove me wild,"’ he said to a re- 
porter. “When I came here I consulted 
a physician, and he told me I needed to 
diet. He advised be to (eat as little food 
as possible, and if I got at any time so 
I could not stand the cravings of hun- 
ger to chew a little grass to satisfy my 
appetite. Well, 1 tried it and got so I 
liked the taste of grass. I'm entirely 
well now, don’t know What a headache 
is like, and have gained flesh.” 

Every evening after the dew falls he 
takes a bag and goes out to Prospect 
Park to gather his next day's pro- 
visions. This requires about eight 
quarts of grass. He eats it uncooked 
and unséeasgoned. He is an epicure at 
that, being particular as to the kind of 
grass he eats, Some, he says, is sour, 
some bitter, some spicy and some 
sweet. The sweet grass, he declares, is 
most nourishing. 

He seems to have no quaims of con- 
ecience over taking his provisions from 
the city free of charge.

M. De la Croix Distinguished Career in 
the World of Music—Now Teach- 
ing in Los Angeles. 

A figure unique among local musi- 
cians is M. Vailant de la Croix, for- 
mer opera singer of celebrity, and now 
a vocal instructor living in quiet re- 

tirement in this city. 

M. De la Croix is one of the teachers 
of high renown who are codperating 
with The Times in educating: worthy 
and ambitious young people. His in- 
terest in the scholarship contest arose

M. De la Croix Is a distinct advocate 
of Americanism for Americans. He 
does not believe that it is necessary 
for young native singers to rush off 
to Europe to have their voices trained 
by the “masters” of that country.

Says he: “Voices are voices, wher- 
ever they are, and there is but one 
method of proper teaching. You may 
call that the Italian method, or yop 
can give it any other name—it is the 
natural method. Great voice-produc- 
tion lies in perfect breath control, 
Train the muscles of your abdomen 
and chest and lungs to do your bid- 
ding at a moment's command, and 
then, with properly-exercised and 
tutored vocal organs, there is nothing 
more to be said in the art of singing— 
except constant trial, constant aim to 
more artistic results, and more work— 
everiasting work. 

“It may be necessary, oem to go 
to Europe, to get style and ish, to 
acquire the latest ideas of operatic 
acting and theatrical vocalization, but 
I believe that the best Americar teach- 
ers are today turning out as fine a 
product as can be found on earth. 

‘Some of the foreign instructors are 
shams and fakirs. Lamperti, Jr., trad- 
ing upon his father’s distinguished 
name, is not fit to wear the shoes of his 
distinguished sire.” 

M. De Croix is a 
figure vocalists.

instilled into him by his mother, 
who was an Italian woman of the re- 
nowned Borghese household. 

His male relatives nearly all perished 
in the Franco-Prussian struggie, and 
his mother died shortly afterward of a 
broken heart. The son, therefore, was 
left alone to puruse his musical career, 
and this he has followed, oft-times in 
loneliness and weariness, but with un- 
flagging zeal and devotion-for art. 

He is a personality whose reminis- 
cences and old associations, if they 
might be written down, would make a 
story of the greatest music for the 
past three decades. 

M. De la Croix made his debut in 
London in 1877, and for the last twen- 
ty-five years has been singing and 
teaching in America. He has been dl- 
rector of the Knickerbocker Conserva-

STHAMER FAILS TO LAND. 

The steamer Santa Rosa from San 
Francisco, failed in an attempt to make 
a landing at Port Los Angeles. The 
billows were rolling with a_ great 
sweep when the vessel got near the 
long wharf, and, as she approached 
cisely, the swells threw her bow 
against the pier. No serious damage 
vas done, but the send of the sea was 
sO great that Capt. Alexanier, the vet- 
eran skipper, thought it advisable to 


give up the attempt to land passen- 
gers or freight there. So he put out 
io seh and proceeded to Redondo, 


where a landing was made. She ar- 
rved at Redondo at 2:30 p.m. instead 
of 5 o'clock, the usual hour. 
CRACK YACHT ASHORE. 

The yacht Los Bafios dragged her 
anchor and went ashore at Brighton 
Beach last evening. Her position and 
condition indicated that she was se- 
verely damaged, and it was believed 
late last night that it would be impos- 
sible to pull her off. It is thought that 
she will pound her bottom when the 
high tide comes again today, and prob. 
ably go to pieces. The yacht is owned 
by H. M. Sears and is one of the fleet 
of the South Coast Yacht —_ She is 
valued at $1000. 
LAUNCHES SCURRY TO SAFETY. 

The swells at Long Beach were the 
heaviest known tn years. The launches 


| were unable to handle passengers, and 


went to San Pedro. The breakers were 
rolling twenty feet high and 
pounding the shore with a thundering 
sound. About noon two giris in water 
only knee deep were overwhelmed by 
a short breaker and carried out into 
deep water. Fortunately the life crew 
was near at hand and the girls were 
rescued with no worse effect than a bad 
scare, and hurried to thelr homes, re- 
fusing to give their names. Two of the 
life lines were broken by the heavy sea 
and the bath-house people had five ex- 
tra men on duty watching the beach. 
As the afternoon wore away and the 
tide began coming in the breakers in- 
creased in fury and size, and dashed 
with restetions f fury egainst the cement 


cylinders of the new wharf, but the 
structure stood th epoundi well and 
not a tremor could be felt. e Dreak- 


ers dashed over the lower deck, how- 
ever, wetting ali who were foolish 
enoigh to venture there. The only 
damage to the pier was the breaking 
away of one empty caisson which was 
being placed in position. It broke loose 
and came shoreward opposite the bath- 
house like a torpedo, breaking the 
only remaining life line and stranded 
on the beach In a damaged condition. 

The tide was the highest in months, 
with a mean raise of 5 ft. 5 Iin., and

of the booths on the pike. It also set 

afloat a number of piles on the beach, 

and these were dashed back and forth 

against the supports of the pavilion 

with a jar that sent timid ones to 
safer ground. 

Charlies Corbolay, superintendent of 
the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific Company, 
which concern is building the new pier, 
was badly squeezed yesterday. He 
was on the outer edge of the wharf 
standing on an eye beam, examining the 
under part of the wharf, when a heavy 
timber was forced by the sea across his 
body, pinioning him to the eye beam. 
He was rescued, and Dr. Wood called, 
who found severe aprains of the ab- 
dominal muscies, but no bones broken. 
His injuries are oe however, and 
he will be confined toh is room sev- 
eral weeks. 

RECKLESS BATHERS COLLARED. 

A wild story was circulated this 
evening of the narrow escape of three 
men from drowning in the surf, and 
their thrilling rescue by the life crew. 
The story grew out of the attempt of | 
the life savers to keep bathers out of 
the surf during fhe heavy swells. Three 
young men attempted to disobey the 
order, and were promptly collared and 
dragged ashore. 

HIGH AT TERMINAL. 

The Salt Lake Railroad Company had 
a gang of men at work at Terminal! last 
night in an effort to protect the grounds 
and the works upon it from damage by 
— heavy seas at the high stage of the 
tide. 

The tidal rise of the ocean was great, 
and there was a very heavy sea on. 
Along the wall which was constructed 
at a good deal of expense last year in 
front of most of the cottages there was 
littie harm done. The waves dashed 
Over it, but their power for evil seemed 
exhausted beyond the line of that 
strong fence. 

The porch of the J. M. Elilott cottage 
was undermined, and two or three bents 
of the Brighton Beach wharf were 
washed out. 

Up Brighton Beach way, however, the 
waves unhindered by the wall, were 
having their own way to a considerable 
extent. Unless the sea should become 
more tempestuous at today’s high tide 
it is believed the aggregate damage will 
not be great. 

SANTA MONICA INCIDENTS. 

Careless bathers and a heavy surf 
formed a combination at Santa Monica 
yesterday that came near to working 4 
hardship on a usually safe beach. Inthe 
face of advice given by students of the 
tides, reckless bathers continued to 
tempt fate. It has been stated that 
the tides at this time would be extraor- 
dinary ones, and bathers were coun- 
seled not to venture out too far, and 
they were admonished not to go in ex- 
cept at low tide. 

A lady was etruck by the life line 
and knocked down. An _ incoming 
breaker filled her nose and mouth with 
water, and was rolling her up and down 
on the sand, when some gallant assisted 
her to her feet. Neither of these par- 
ties was in any immediate danger, but 
the incidents show that too much care 
cannot be taken In surf bathing when 
the tides are as erratic as they are at 
just this time. 

SWIMMER’S RASHNESS CURED.

ORKING AGAINST PARKER. 

A dispatch from Jamestown, N. Y., 
ender date of September 4, relates 
that Ernest Caweroft, formerly a mem- 
ver of the Democratic County Com- 


nittee of Chautauqua, has resigned that 


position in order that he may eupport 
‘he Roosevelt ticket, and is now busily 
*ngaged in orgapizing a club com- 
posed of former Democrats to 
‘he candidacy of Judge Parker. “He 
bas addressed a circular letter to his 
Democratic colleagues,” it is further 
said, “in which he urges the necessity 
of organization, and concludes that 
Bryan men may prefer to vote for 
Roosevelt, Watson, or one of the other 
candidates; as a means of resenting 
Parker's nomination, 
spiritiess platform, and thus recording 
such a large protesting Democratic 
vote that heed will be given to the 
demands of the people four years 
hence.” The confident statement is 
made that not a single Parker vote 
-will be cast in some of the school dis- 
tricts of Chautauqua county, and tbat 
the county will return a Republican 
plurality of not, less than 10,000. 

The facis above noted are signifi- 
cant as showing the trend of political 
sentiment in the “up-State” counties 
of New York. The Democrats of the 
entire northern and western portions 
of the State are deeply incensed at 
the manner in which the nomination 
of -Judge Parker was brought ‘about, 
at the evasive and non-committal 
platform upon which he stands, and at 
the disreputable influences which sur- 
round and appear to dominate bim. 

What is happening in Chautauqua will 
doubtiess happen in other counties of 
the State, for like eauses produce like 
results. The plurality for Roosevelt 
outside of New York ‘City, if present 
indications count for anything, will 
be larger than the plurality ever -be- 
fore given in that part of the State 
for a candidate. The plurality for the 
Democratic ticket in Greater New 
York, on the ‘other hand, promises to 
be exceedingly light, with the Tam- 
- Many braves tomahawking and scalp- 
ing each other right and left, with Au- 
gust Belmont “butting-in” for the 
supreme leadership, with Tammany 
grinning for Pat McCarren, and with 
David Mephistopheles Hill making all 
the trouble he can for everybody con- 
cerned. Under such conditions, the 
chances are rather slim, it must be ad- 
“mitted, for en overwhelming demon- 
stration of Democratic strength in 
Greater New York, and there are the 
best of reasons for the belief that the 
State of New York will give the Re- 
publican electors a decisive majority. 
As the campaign progresses, the indi- 
cations of Republican victory in that 
State grow stronger, and without doubt 
they will amount to a practical cer- 
tainty by the end of the campaign. 

With New York safely in the Repub- 
lican column, the election of Roose- 
velt and Fairbanks will be a foregone 
conclusion. But there are anti-Parker 
influences at work in other parts of 
the country—and in all parts of the 
country, for that matter—which will 
tend to render his election a virtual 
impossibility. If Judge Parker had 
the united and enthusiastic support of 
his party, his election would still be 
extremely doubtful, for his forces 
would be met by the well-organized, 
disciplined and harmonious legions of 


Republicanism, confident\ of victory 
and unaccustomed to defeat. As the 
case stands, the strong confident

‘FAR-REACHING DECISION. 

Judge John H. Rogers, in the 
United States District Court at St. 
Louis, Mo., has just rendered a decis- 
jon of far-reaching importance in the 
case of Leo Won Tong, a Chinaman 
against whom a deportation case has 
been pending for several weeks. Judge 
Rogers, in his decision, gave the first 
legal opinion on the status of a China- 
man who changes his occupation 
while in ‘the United States. Leo Won 
Tong came into this country as a mer- 
chant, and afterward became a la- 
vore’. The wise and learned judge 
held that the Chinaman could legally 
remain in this country, notwithstand- 
ing his metamorphosis from a “mer- 
chant” into a laborer. 

Whitle nobody, perhaps, will be dis- 
posed to question the sincerity of this 
upright judge, it is quite apparent 
that he is none too conversant with 

“ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain” which usually form an 
important part of the equipment of 
the “heattien Chinee.” The probabill- 


tics are, now that Judge Rogers has | 


rebuking 


‘opened a hitherto undiscovered loop- 


hole in the Chinese restriction law, 
that there will be a large and sudden 


influx of Chinese “merchants.” But 
the Chinese merchandizing business 
(meaning the actual business) will 


not be overdone to any alarming ex- 
tent Although the leopard cannot 
conveniently change his spots, the or- 
dinary chink of commerce can change 
his occupation with great celerity, 
upon occasion. The merchant prince 
of today will have no difficulty what- 
ever in becoming the lowly laborer of 
tomorrow. This will be the simplest 
kind of a proposition to the wily Mon- 
golian—so simple that he will laugh in 
his ample sleeve at its simplicity, and 
at the simplicity of the blundering 
Melican man who first built a wall to 
exclude the Mongolian and then found 
a hole in it large enough to let in 
hordes of those whom he sought to 
exclude. 

It is a little singular that the point 
decided by Judge Rogers has never 
been raised before—or at least that it 
has never before been the subject of a 
court decision. Of course a China- 
man, like any other man, may change 
his occupation as often as he pleases 
(unless he he the occupant of a prison 
cell.) But the intent of the Chinese 
Exclusion Act is plainly defeated when 
a fraud so palpable as that above 
mentioned is perpetrated. The evi- 
dent remedy lies either in an amend- 
ment of the law, making it unlawful 
for a Chinaman who comes as a mer- 
chant to remain as a laborer, or in 
closer restrictions regarding the ad- 
mission of merchants, making it prac- 
tically impossible for a Chinaman to 
get into the country as a merchant un- 
less he is a bona fide, yard-wide, sure 
enough dealer in merchandise. Un- 
less the loophole opened by Judge 
Rogers be stopped in some way, the 
Chinese population of the country will 
be inordinately increased, without a 
doubt, in the near future. . 

HE PASSING OF CUPID. 

Alas, poor Cupid! Seemingly, his 
race is almost run. Gradually he has 
been driven from his favorite haunts, 
his wings clipped until only miserable 
little stumps remain, hié arrows stolen 
one by one, his bow unstrung and him- 
self generally in a dilapidated and pit- 
lable condition. | 

The Almighty Dollar has been deal- 
ing uppercuts to him at a fast and 
furious rate, almost putting him down 
and out. It bas driven him from 
countless homes where once he reigned 
éupreme; it has banished him from the 
masculine mind; and it has forced him 
to capitulate his once impregnable po- 
sition in the citadel of the heart. The 
days now are not long enough, even 
when they are stretched to cover part 
of the night, to enable men to worship 
hours enough at the shrine of the 
golden calf, and therefore they have 
little or no time to waste on the wor- 
ship of a sentimental god like little 
Cupid. 

And now there has come what prom- 
ises to be the finishing blow, the end 
of the last round, which will make Dan 
Cupid take the whole count of ten and 
é6till remain prostrate and liféless upon 
the sands no matter how slowly the 
time-keeper counts. 

Hereafter, young man, when you 
ask: “What are the wild waves say- 
ing, sister?” (or somebody else's sister) 
the chances are some kindly old 
breaker will thunder forth: “Look out 
there, young fellow! Let go her hand! 
The beach policeman is watching you!” 

For Cupid is to be driven from the 
seashore. It seems incredible. That, 
of all places, was supposed to be re- 
served for his especial use. There he 
could disport himself to his heart's 
content (and, perhaps, to many other 
hearte’ discontent) and enjoy his an- 
tics unmolested. 

But a sordid, cruel man (and by the 
name of Stoy, too!) has started a cru-

FRENZIED MEXICAN ATTACKS 


SAN BERNARDINO WOMAN. 


In the Presence of Two Officers He 
Tries to Stab Her, but Only Cuts 
Her Dress—Alleged Accessory to 
Murder of Chino Officer Captured in 
Drange County. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 5.—Lee 
Ortega made a frenzied attempt this 
afternoon to kill Mrs. Rosa Mason, a 
well-known rooming-house keeper, 
only being prevented by the arrival of 
Marshal Shay and Policeman Sec- 


combe, 


Some months ago Mrs. Mason discov- 
ered that Ortega, who roomed at her 
house was madly infatuated with her, 
and she appealed to the police for pro- 
tection. The officers drove Ortega 
from town, and while escaping was 
fired at several times. Nothing was 
geen of him until this afternoon, when 


he ‘appeared at the rooming-house, 


and learning that Mrs. Mason contem- 
plated going to a picnic, stationed him- 
self in her room and threatened to 
siash her to pieces if she left the house. 

Word was sent to the officers, who 
laced themselves in readiness to assist 

er. As she passed out of the room, 
Ortega leaped after her, and drawing 
a long knife, he aimed a blow at her 
heart, The blow fell short, cutting a 
long slash in her dress. Several other 
blows with like result followed, before 
the officers finaily overpowered the 


murderous man. 
HIS KNIFE KILLED BRISTOL. 
Benetio Morales, wanted in connec- 


lion with the murder of Constable Bris- 
tol at Chino some months ago, was 
taken into custody at Dos Alamitos 


this morning. The knife with which 
Francisco Ortiz stabbed Bristol seven- 
teen times, has been identified as be- 
longing to Morales. 

MAY SPRING A SURPRISE. 

The hearing of Frank Sinsabaugh, 
charged with cruelly beating Willie 
Pitzer with the butt end of of a car- 
riage whip, will take place before Jus- 
tice Gifford tomorrow. Even since Pit- 
zer’s arrest at Los Angeles, to which 
place he had been spirited away to 
keep him from testifying, he has been 
confined in the County Jail. Sinsa- 
baugh declares that he was in no 
way instrumental in causing Pitzer's 
disappearance, but the officers believe 
otherwise, and are working on this 
phase of the case to spring a surprise 
before the jury tomorrow. 

DEATH OF REV. BAILIFF. 

A delegation of local Grand Army 
men went to Colton today to attend 
the funeral of Rev. Edmund H. Baii- 
iff, who died at his home there Satur- 
day night. The deceased was a mem- 
ber of the Kansas Legislature during

RIVERSIDE. 

SHERMAN INSTITUTE REOPENED 

KIVERSIDE, Sept. 5.—The Sherman 
Institute Indian School opened this 
morning with an enrollment of 359, 
which, with the 100 at the Perris 
Echool, makes 450 Indian students un- 
der the charge of Superintendent Har- 
wood Hall. Fully a hundred more are 
on their way, and will arrive during 
the first few weeks, so that the number 
counted on by the management for 
enrollment for the year's work is 5650. 
Many _have been refused admittance 
recause they could not prove the neces- 
sary Indian blood, the government re- 
quiring an affidavit to the effect that 
they are at least one-fourth Indian. 
Yesterday Superintendent Hail refused 
admittance to fifty on these grounds. 

Almost every tribe and nation on 
the Pacific Coast is represented at the 
school, and ‘there are students from 
Oregon, Washington, California, Ari- 
zona and Montana on the enrolment 
list. The California tribes, Pueblos, 
Navajos, Moquis, Apaches, Pimas, Pap- 
agoes, Maricopas, Yumas and Missions, 
are largeiy represented. There is little 
change ‘n the instructing force, the 
total number employed in this work 
reaching forty-two. The Sherman In- 
stitute Band a Girls’ Mandolin and 
Guitar clubs are to be organized at 


once. 

John Charles, United States Superin- 
tenaent of Construction, is at the In- 
siitute looking over the plans and su- 
pervising the beginning of the work 
cn the new buildings. Eleven of these 
are to be constructed this year, and 
brick is now being .burned for their 
erection, which will begin within ten 


days.

ESTIMATES OF WALNUT CROP. 

SANTA ANA, Sept. 5.—The estimated 
crop of walnuts for Santa Ana @nd 
vicinity this season is placed at from 
1200 to 1500 tons by local commission 
men. Last year’s yield, which was 
considered a half-crop, was about sev- 
enty ten-ton cars. Quality and quan- 
tity of the nuts this year will be aver- 
age, the crop in every way being a 
normal one. The losses from walnut 
blight will be less than for the past 
five years, and as compared with the 
destruction from the disease last year, 
this season's loss will be very slight. 
J. D. Wilder, secretary of the Santa 
Ana Valley Walnut Growers’ Associa- 
tion, expects to begin receiving nuts at 
the packing-house on the Santa Fé 
tgacks early in October. Last yearAhe 
association sent out 420 tons, and this 
year expects to handle in the neighbor- 
hood of 750 tons. Reports from other 
walnut sections of the county indicate 
that the crop will be nearly double 
that of last year.

 BRYANISM AN ISSUE. 


A Gold Democrat's View of the Can- 
-didates and Platforms in Third 
’ Anti-Bryanism Campaign. 

The following article reviewing some 
of the issues of the present campaign 
was written by Joseph Culbertson 
Clayton of New York, and first pub- 
lished in the Newark Sunday Call: 

“The Sunday Call in the two previous 
Bryanistic campaigns so often allowed 
me to present my views that I wish 
now, in the third campaign, on prac- 
Kically the same issues, to say @ few 
temperate words to Independent Demo. 
crats. 

“The piatforms have been built, and 
the candidates have accepted their 
nominations. Which should be chosen 
by the Independents? 

“In both parties those who bow to 
the fetich of ‘.eguilarity’ as the su- 
preme authority will scorn the inde- 
pendence of private judgment and ig- 
nore the suggestions of ‘right’ or 
‘conscience,’ and vote the party ticket. 
But, fortunately for the country, and 
for the continuance of our frec suf- 
_ frage, there is a considerable body of 
voters who really give serious and dis- 
dnterested thought to the men and 
principles involved whenever they ex- 
ercise the citizen's highest duty and 

rivilege—that of casting a ‘vote.’ 
Phat, happily, growing body of Rhad- 
amanthine voters, the Independents, 
contributed by all parties, vote after 
due cons‘deration, and determine the 
resuit. They are at once the balance of 
power and the safeguard against fa- 
raticism. 

“A comparison of the platforms of 
1896, 1900 and 1904, declared by the so- 
called ‘Democrats,’ shows that they 
are substantially identical and are the 
offspring of the arch heretic to true 
Lemocracy—Willliam J. Bryan. I say 
this notwithstanding the fact that that 
of 1904 does not, in formal words, say 
anything at all about the financial 
etandarcs. Instead of a silver prank 
there is a ‘hole,’ whose existence <lo- 
quently declares that in spite of long 
debates at the convention that the con- 
vention still hankered after silver, was 
atill proud of repudiation, unconvert- 
ed and unrepentant. Mr. Bryan was 
head and shoulders above any member 
oa’ the convention and its absolute mas- 
ter to the extent of -compeliing ‘he 
convention to remain silent as to gold. 
Literally he-cast vut the plank of the 
subcomm’ttee which reluctantly ac- 
knowledged that the increased vol- 
ume of gold icssened the need Sf free 
Bilver at 16 to 1. 

“The only tasue debated at length 
was that of the gold plank. The omis- 
gion of any reference to ft in the plat- 
form wa. a surrender to the silver ele- 
ment which, judging by the only re- 
liable measure, was overwhelming in 
numbers, fof almost every delegate, as 
weil as theif nominee, had twice voted 
for Bryan aztd free silver at 16 to 1. 

“No; the omission of all reference 
to gold compeis the conclusive infer- 
ence that the 6,000,000 Bryanites whose 
1000 delegates kicked out the gold 
piank are still, in their hearts, wed- 
ded to free aeiiver, and if an unkind 
heaven permits them to win, they will, 
to the extent of their power, enforce 
that anc every other heresy begotten 
ty Bryan. ‘Sliver’ is the issue now as 
much aa it was In 1896 and 1900. 

“Nor I can see that the theatrical 
‘telegram’ changed the platform. In- 
deed, it was the last and desperate act 
of the nominee, who had been in- 
formed by every able Independent pa- 
per that upon the platform from which 
gold had been erased Parker and the 
paity would meet sure defeat, 

“No one believed that a party stand- 
ing thus in sullen sllénce as to gold 
could win, The nomination was ge- 
cured, and men from the iittle gold 
and big silver camps had with 4'ff- 
culty agreed upon Parker, His tele- 
gram, betraying the silver wing, the 
vast majority o. whom would vote for 
him, aroused anger and consterna- 
tion; it was, in my catm judgment, the 
most treacherous and unmanly act of 


which any candidate could be guilty. 
I; was a farce, an open, siliy farce to 
Suggest another nomination, when all 
knew that the most discordant and 
rictous of conventions was at the point 
of disintegration. 

“And the second act of the farce is 
now acting, and endeavors are made 
to blame Mr. Hiil for all that was 
tricky. The beneficiary of the trick is 
the last man who should permit denun- 
ciation of his political creator. If Mr. 
Hill] had the usual amount of real man- 
liress he would throw off the load of 
contumely and put it in the right 
place. And so, a:so, should Mr. Par- 
ker give the credit due Mr. Hill of se- 
curing tie nomination. 

“I am fully convinced that it would 
be blameable -folly to trust the party 
which for eight years and in two cam- 
paigns did its utmost to estabilsh a sil- 
ver heresy, which really spe.led ‘ruin’ | 
and ‘repudiation.’ Its refusal in con- 
ventioa to show any sign of repent- 
ance argues undiminished purpose to 
carry out their destructive theory. 
Their silence was a mere ‘dodge’ to 
catch the simple-minded gold Dem- 
crats. The eight line teiee: one 
man cannot make me forget the eight 
years’ persistent folly of 6,000,000 vot- 
ers. 

“As in 1896 and 1900 the present plat- 
form favors taking away from the 
courts the power of injunction, the sole 
‘preventive’ against crime. Also, it pro- 
poses to enhance the danger of ephem- 
eral excitement by taking from the 
Legisiatures the power of choosing 
Senators ar.d giving it to the more ex. 
citable populace. 

“It also declares that any ‘protec- 
tion is robbery,’ ignoring the fact that 
all tariffs have as their aim protec- 
tion as well as revenue. Those who 
believe in proper protection are more 
likely wisely to ‘revise’ than its bit- 
ter enemies. 

“It demands great reduction of the 
army, forgetting that the army today 
is relatively smaller than it was sixty 
years ago, It basely slanders our great. 
est American, John Hay, by charg'ng 
tre administration with .violations of 
treities and Internationa] usages, wel! 
knowing that they and all the worid 
really admire and approve his every 
act. 

“It foolishly demands an ear:y with- 
drawal from the Phillippines, to the end 
that its people may experiment, at 
our expense, with self-government and 
total independence. This is a mixture 
of ‘surrender’ and philanthropy, both 
impossible and’ absurd. 

“It denounces any attempt to use 
our powers for good In any question not 
confined to our own continent, and 
wishes us to be a ‘hermit nation.’ 

“To every one of these enumerated 

follies of the Parker platform the Re- 
publican platform !s antagonistic, and 
the afitagonism is expressed in calm 
and conservative words. 
“For the past elght years the govern- 
ment has been administered safe:y and 
soundly on the same lines, under the 
@trection of a President himself as 
equipped by capacity, experience, study 
and writing on public questions as any 
predecessor; by a man s0 well informed 
and quick-witted as to be thought ‘'m- 
pulsive’ by the slow-minded or ignor- 
ant, and yet who according to Mr. 
Hay, is s'ngularly laborious in the con- 
s‘deration of every important questfon. 
However. great the credit which the 
whole world gives to Hay, Root and 
Vaft, the responsibilty for their se- 
lection and acts reete with their chief 
the President. None but a great admin- 
istrator or general has the gentus for 
selecting great liewtenants. 

“With Parker as President we might 
confront the calamity of a Hill, a Tag- 
gart and a Bryan, in the places of 
Hay, Root and Taft. Mr. Roosevelt has 
made hs proofs of very high and rare 
capacities for the Presidency. Some 
mistakes may be charged to his ac- 
count, but, I believe, they are as few 
and unimportant as were ever charged 
t» any of our greatest Presidents. 

“I cannot believe it posstbie for any 
intelligent Independent who thought- 
fully compares the candidates and 
platforms t obey an enlightened con- 


science and vote for Parker and his 
platform, 


“To do so he would, instead of voting 
for a Roosevelt, with the experience 
and qualities I have hamed, vote for 
& Parker, an average and respectable 
judge, but an untried man in any field 
of statesmanship or national or inter- 
rational affairs; a scholar of Hill and 
McCarren in wire-pulling ‘practical 
politics,’ with such a lust for the Pres- 
idency as to connive and participate 
in unblushing trickery and deceit. In- 
stead of voting for a _ platform of 
proven sanity and safety, he would vote 
for a platform as yet untried, but fuli 
of insanity and unsafety of Populism 
and anarchy. 

“Mr. Parker's speech of acceptance 
i 89 fatal o his cause, by reason of 
its proving ais total lack of a glimmer 
of constructive statesmansh®, his 
eegerness to adopt even the mos‘ an- 
archistic of planks and to rob the 
courts of their injunctive power, that 
no reaily thoughtful Independent, free 
from th dosirs of personal place or 
profit, can support him. 

“Instead of following the example 
of the President in giving ‘strong meat 
for men’ in accepting the nomination, 
Mr. Parker gushes forth a torrent of 
skimmed milk and water for babes. 
Independent, grown men cannot swal- 
low the ‘ . ff.’ 

“Read, study, investigate and think, 
then, my feliow Indenendents: 
your conscience, in total disregard of 
other ‘authority,’ and November will 
see the third triumph over Bryanism.” 


PLAZA SANTA CRUZ. 


Striking Reproduction at the World's 
Fair of a Corner of Manila—Asto 
the Igorots. 


From a folder recently issued by the 
World's Fair Philippine Exposition the 
following Interesting account of she 
Plaza Santa Cruz is taken: 

Crossing the space from the Walled 
City,-you reach the Plaza Santa Cruz, 
the center of the reservation, a striking 
production of a corner of Manila. In 
the center is an imposing statue of 
Don Juan Sebastian de Cano, who 
fcailed from the Philippines for Seville 
in the sixteenth century, completing 
the first circumnavigation of the globe. 
On the north facing the square, is an 
impressive reproduction of the Manilse 
Cathedral, with its somber gray walls 
and ornate relief work. Opposite the 
cathedral is the Ayuntamiento, or Gov. 
ernment Building. On the east is the 
long wooden Commerce Bullding, a 
reproduction of a structure in which a 
temporary exposition was held in Ma- 
nila, and on the west, pink in the sun- 
1ight, and topped wtih many-colored 
banners, ts the Manila Building, a 
n.odel of the residence of a wealthy 
Filipino, Seated in this place, among 
the brilliant flower beds, the visitor 
may scan the whole reservation, and 
encompass in the view the status of 
Filipino development. To the east, 
along the wooded hillside, are the 
grass-thatched huts of the savage Ig- 
orot. (It may be said just here that 
there is no plural to Igorot—no such 
word as “Iforotes” or “Igorotte”’—ana 
that the man who would spei] it Any 
other way than I-¢-0-r-o-t or who 
would pluralize it is guilty of a Ht- 
eralb barbarism.) To the north, along 
the water's edge. are the bamboo homes 
of the Mor «. But here tn the Square 
are the products of Filipino looms “and 
komes; pictures, for which native 
homes were temporarily robbed, sculp- 
ture from native studios, incomparable 
embroidery work by the hands of the 
industrious women of the islands, fab- 
rics almost as fine as the butterfiy’s 
wings, great tables of woods, that for 
polish and grain a.most erlipse the 
reost expensive rosewood and mahog- 
any, and, best, of all, compositions, 
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lowed the flag wherever it was car- 
ried. The first people to teach English 
on the islands were officers and enlisted 
men of Yen. Merritt's forces, and the 
work of the soldicr-teacher was an im- 
portant pre'iminar - to the Invasion of 
the organized force of teachers who 
come later. The result of the work of 
the American educators is summed up 
in the statement that mor or 

spoken today in the islands than was 
Spanish after the 400 years of regimé 
of Spain. The Spaniards encouraged a 
Babel of dialects. [hey belleved that a 
common language would make the na- 
tives too dangerous. The whole signifi- 
cant story of what American teachers 
have done is told In the educational ex- 
hibit In the Manila Cathedrai on Piaza 
Santa Cruz. Here will be found exhib- 
its ranging from crude blocks of vood 
turned in the Moro industrial school in 
Zamboanga, Mindanao, where little 
Savages are taught thelr “A. B. Gs.,” 
to learned theses on soclologtea!l ques- 
tions by students in the Manila Normal 
School, where Filipinos are taught 
how to teach. Hundreds of letters from 
Fiiipino pupils are part of the collec- 
tion. These letters are to be distributed 
té teachers visiting the exhibit, and 
it Is believed that a correspondence will 
ensue of equal interest and value to 
the American and Filipino pupils. It is 
less than three years sinee the first 
transport with tts cargo of American 
teachers arrived in Manila. Today there 
are 2900 schools, with over 200,000 pu- 


force of 800 American teachers has been 
supflanted by thousands of intelligent 
native pedagogues, all teaching Tne 


Filipinos the wonders and the lan- 
guage of the United States. 

Among the exhibits from private 
schools are those from “El Liceo” 
(the Lyceum) of Manila, “La Universi- 
dad de Santa Tomas,” a church [nsti- 
tution, “Colegio Filipino” (the Philip- 
pine College.) and the Woman's Inst!- 
tute of Manila. Specimens of work in 
the government schools are shown In 
the display made by the four kinder- 
garten schools of Manila—the Nautical 
School, the Moro Industrial School, the 
Insular Normal! College and the Ma- 
nila Trades School. An attempt has 
been made to show as truly as possible 
the actuai conditions of work, the pos- 
sibilities of the future, ahd the amount 
of progress that has been made. 

Probably the most effective educa- 
tional exhibit is the model school con- 
ducted by Miss Pilar Zamora, an ac- 
complished graduate of the highest fn- 
stitution in Manila, and a practical 
teacher. Within a trim Iittle nipa and 
bamboo cottage In the rear of the Ma- 
nila building fifty little savages, re- 
cruited from the various villages, rath- 
er each day and are taught to fashion 
English letters on big blackboards 
mounted on bamboo poles. Some of the 
most advanced are taught composi- 
tion, geography and arithmetic. Those 
who witness this remarkable scene are 
impressed with the eagerness of the 
tiny F'lipinos to learn English, and 
the intelligence of their bright, brown 
faces. 

There you will find Antaero, aged 12, 
the only Igorot on the reservation who 
knows English. Antaero went to an 
American cchool in the mountains of 
Luzon for some months. In the village 
of his people Antaero joined in the 
spirit-danece with the vehemence of the 
oldest head hunter, and chants the rau- 
cous refrain of his tribe with apparent 
relish. Within the éscholhouse, he ts 
aviet,) observant, tractable and cour- 
teous.
